Ex¬ 
tensive  tests  with  imported  Turkestan  Alfalfa  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  College  of  Agriculture  at  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  and  reported  in  Research  Bulletins  Num¬ 
bers  52  and  66  have  shown  them  to  be  as  variable 
as  to  Bacterial  Wilt  resistance  as  they  were  to 
hardiness.  Therefore  the  only  safe  Turkestan  to 
use  is  Acclimated  Turkestan,  viz.,  fields  of  Turke¬ 
stan  that  have  persisted  and  continued  to  give  sat¬ 
isfactory  yields  over  a  period  of  years.  Imported 
Turkestan  will  not  be  safe  until  they  adopt  a  re¬ 
gional  registration  system  such  as  is  used  by  the 
Dakota  Improved  Seed  Company  with  their  Region¬ 
al  Strains,  so  that  buyers  can  know  something 
of  the  origin  and  pedigree  of  the  seed  they  are 
buying.

Under  ideal  conditions 
it  will  sometimes  make  a  growth  of  48  inches 
the  first  year,  its  usual  growth  being  18  to  30 
inches.  It  stores  up  a  tremendous  quantity  of 
reserve  food  in  its  deep  tap  root,  which  enables 
the  plant  to  make  a  rapid  and  vigorous  growth 
early  the  following  spring. 

YELLOW  BLOSSOM 

M  ELI  LOTUS  OFFICINALIS— This  variety  is  a 
biennial  also,  growing  a  hay  crop  the  first  year; 
flowers,  bears  seed  an-d  dies  at  the  end  of  the 
second  year.  Stems  are  finer,  inclined  to  be 
less  “woody”  and  have  a  larger  proportion  of 
leaves  and  fine  branches,  which  naturally  makes 
it  a  better  pasture,  and  some  farmers  prefer  it 
as  a  hay  crop,  although  it  makes  less  tonnage 
per  acre  than  the  White  Blossom  variety. 


GRUNDY  COUNTY,  EARLY  WHITE, 
DWARF  WHITE,  CRYSTAL  WHITE 

Under  these  various  titles,  a  dwarf  growing 
type  of  the  biennial  white  variety  has  been  dis¬ 
tributed  during  the  past  few  years.

“The  time  is  bound  to  come  when  more  thought  must  be  given  the  pas¬ 
tures  of  the  Northwest.  The  native  grasses  must  eventually  give  way  to 
such  mixtures  that  will  produce  a  more  continuous  growth  during  the 
growing  season,  and  much  more  feed.” 

The  above  article  was  written  and  published  so  long  ago  as  1917  in  our  catalog 
which  was  published  in  that  year.  It  was  true  then,  but  it  is  doubly  true  today, 
as  native  pastures  have  been  degenerating,  and,  furthermore,  the  highly  competi¬ 
tive  nature  of  stock  feeding  today  renders  it  necessary  that  the  most  up-to-date 
methods  be  used  in  every  department,  and  perhaps  in  no  department  is  there  such 
a  lamentable  handicap  being  carried  as  in  the  pastures. 

We  strongly  recommend  that  stock  raisers  contemplating  improving  their  pas¬ 
tures  act  conservatively,  beginning  with  a  comparatively  small  area,  which  should 
be  prepared  just  as  well  as  it  can  be  prepared.  The  trouble  has  been  in  the  past 
that  attempts  have  been  made  to  change  the  picture  all  in  one  season.  This  might 
have  been  accomplished  if  weather  conditions  had  been  ideal,  but  it  is  very  seldom 
that  we  have  ideal  weather  conditions,  and,  furthermore,  there  is  a  great  deal  yet 
to  learn  in  the  matter  of  suitable  pastures  on  every  farm,  and  a  conservative  pol¬ 
icy  of  going  slowly  and  deciding  that  it  is  better  to  take  several  years  to  accom¬ 
plish  what  you  set  out  to  do.  and  do  it  well,  than  to  attempt  to  do  it  all  in  one 
year,  and  fail.

CRESTED  WHEAT  GRASS 
(Agropyron  cristatum)

sistant  perennial  bunch  grass,  native  to  the 
cold,  dry  plains  of  Russia  and  Siberia. 

Crested  Wheat  Grass  is  the  most  promising 
grass  available  for  pasture  in  the  early  spring. 
It  starts  growth  soon  after  the  ground  thaws 
out  and  can  be  pastured  from  a  week  to  ten 
days  earlier  than  Brome  Grass  or  Slender  Wheat 
Grass. 

Crested  Wheat  Grass  also  has  the  ability  to 
make  greater  growth  in  the  fall  providing  it 
gets  a  few  late  rains.  It  may  be  seeded  on 
sandy  loam  and  give  good  results,  but  of  course 
the  best  results  will  be  obtained  on  the  more 
fertile  black  soils.  About  10  to  15  lbs.  of  seed 
should  be  used  to  the  acre  when  the  grass  is 
seeded  with  a  grain  drill.  This  is  the  best 
method  of  planting  for  hay  or  pasture,  but  if 
the  plan  is  to  produce  seed  it  may  be  best  to 
plant  the  grass  in  rows  and  cultivate.  When 
sowing  for  seed  use  4  to  5  lbs.  per  acre  for 
double  rows  42  inches  apart.  Crested  Wheat 
Grass  hay  is  of  excellent  quality  if  cut  soon 
after  blooming.  The  hay  in  samples  analyzed 
contained  more  protein  than  Brome  or  Slender 
Wheat  Grass.

In¬ 
stances  are  on  record  where  this  corn 
has  matured  in  80  days,  but  even 
where  it  is  grown  for  the  silo  it  will 
mature  corn  sufficiently  to  greatly 
increase  its  value  for  silage  purposes. 

FODDER  AND  SILO  CORN— Fodder 
Corn  is  a  very  valuable  crop  on  the 
farm,  but  In  the  Northwest  in  par¬ 
ticular  it  occupies  a  place  that  can 
not  be  well  filled  by  any  other  crop. 
In  the  selection  of  a  corn  for  fodder 
purposes,  we  do  not  recommend 
planting  the  large  later  varieties,  be¬ 
cause  they  do  not  come  near 
enough  to  maturity  to  produce  the 
largest  amount  of  feeding  value.  We 
recommend  the  earlier  varieties  that 
come  nearly  or  quite  to  maturity,  for 
this  purpose.  It  is  not  so  necessary 
that  the  crop  fully  matures,  but  the 
nearer  it  comes  to  maturity  the 
greater  the  food  value  and  the  more 
valuable  it  is  to  the  stock  feeding 
on  it.

and  SOILING  CROPS 


It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  In  the  Northwest  forage 
crops  have  established  themselves  as  a  primary  factor  in 
successful  farming,  especially  so  if  there  are  any  milch 
cows  or  beef  cattle  to  be  fed.  Where  can  you  get  any 
other  class  of  feed  which  will  produce  the  vast  yields  per 
acre  that  forage  crops  can  and  will  produce.  Some  of 
the  varieties  are  rather  plentiful  this  year,  while  others 
are  very  scarce,  but  all  of  them  will  be  reasonable  in 
price  if  a  comparison  is  made  with  last  year. 

Just  a  word  of  warning.  Care  will  have  to  be  taken 
in  not  sowing  any  fodder  crop  seed  before  the  ground  is 
warmed  up.  Corn  planting  time  or  a  little  later  is  gen¬ 
erally  conceded  to  be  about  the  proper  time. 

SUDAN  GRASS 

Do  not  attempt  to  sow  Sudan  grass  too  early.  It  will 
not  withstand  frost.  Leave  seeding  until  after  corn 
planting.  Sudan  is  the  ideal  catch  crop  for  hay.  Will 
make  a  summer  pasture  within  thirty  days;  its  best 
growth  being  secured  in  hot  dry  weather.  Produces  at 
least  two  cuttings  of  hay  the  same  year — maybe  three. 
Yields  three  to  five  tons  palatable,  nutritious  hay  per 
acre.  Broadcast  20  to  25  pounds.  Drilled,  15  to  20 
pounds  per  acre. 

SORGHUMS  FOR  FODDER 
AND  GRAIN 

WACONIA  SORGHUM— We  consider  this  va¬ 
riety  to  be  in  a  class  by  itself,  not  only  in 
regard  to  the  excellent  fodder  it  makes  for 
stock,  but  also  for  making  sorghum.

In  season  1932  Sooner  Milo  aver¬ 
aged  47.2  bushels  per  acre  compared  with  Kaf¬ 
fir  Corn  26.8  bushels  per  acre,  and  Grohoma  22 
bushels  per  acre.
